delivered in this channel. Though I ac- 
drefs thefe papers to you in particular, yet 
if any other printers in the United Staies 
foould choofe to reprint them, I hereby affure 
them, that no advantage of the fatute of 
copy-right foall .be taken in my favour; as 
any pecuniary reward is not an objed of my 
ALieniton. 

Osservarions on the Present Si- 
ruaTion and Furure Prospects 
of ruis and the Unitep SrarTes. 

No. Il. 
LTHOUGH oconfiderable time has 
elapfed fince the conclufion of a war 

which has eftablifhed one of the moft im- 

portant revolutions ever known in the hif- 

tory of mankind, yet it may not be uniea- 
fonable even in this late period, to take 

a retrofpeét of fome of thofe glorious events 

which diftinguifh our late fuccefsful ftrugg'e 

for liberty: To furvey the great and ex- 
tenfive advantages of the prefent happy 
eftablithment of our empire; and to induige 
in the pleafing contemplation of thoie ani- 
mating pro{peéts which now open before us, 
and nurry the mind through a courte of ages, 
capable of the moit exteniive improvements, 
and unfold a fcene of happineis dettined to 
enoble and dignify the enjoyments cf human 
fociety. The tubjcéi in all its parts is fo im- 
porrant and delightful that it cannot be 
ftudied with too great attention ; and the 
danger wil! be, that in the group of ideas 
that offer the mfelves to the imagination, we 
fail to examine the minuter objedts with that 
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care and accuracy which they deferve. 
Happy is that man who is conicious to 
himielf of having ated a part upon this 
great theatre, who may now confider him- 
felf in a political and literal fenfe as the 
father of nations; but happier will tlofe na- 
tions be, if, by a wife attention to the fub- 
je&s which may be hinted in the courfe of 
thefe papers, we put it in their power, by 
a regular fyftem of improvement, to enjoy 
the bicfliags which may refult from our 
préfent democratical eftabiifhments. 

The American revolution will doubtlefs be 
coniidered hereafter, as commencing a new 
era in the progrefs of human affairs. It is 
the opinion of fome late pliloiophers, parti- 
cularly the celebrated Doctor Price, that 
the natural courle of improvement wil lead 
on to univerfal civ lization and iocial hap- 
pinefs, and that the events which have ta- 

en place in America furnith a confiderabie 
ground for this coaciuiion; as they feem to 
open a larger field of contem, lation and af- 
ford to other nations many ufeful leffons ta 
legiflation, government, commerce, and 
every article in which we may be allowed 
to excell; at the ‘ame time that they evi- 
dently countenance the opinion of many 
poets and Divines, that the Millennium is 
actually to com:nence in the territories of 
the United States. 

While we view thefe things witha pro- 
phetic certainty, it may be uieful to defig- 
ate a number of thofe circumftances which 
are happily combined in the fyitem of pro- 
vidence to render this country a {cene of 
pecuiiar glory and felicity to the human 
race. In viewing the two great continents 
which divice the earth into the eaftern and 
weitern hemifpheres, we obferve this re- 
markable difference in every article in. which 
we can form comparifon: bhtween t em ;that 
every object in the face of nature on the 
eaftern continent is formed upon a {mall and 
imperfeet feale; on the weftern continent 
the fame objeéts are extend d upon a larger, 
ant more liberal and elevated plan. And 
this feems to be the reafon why this coun- 
try isreferved to be the lait and greatett 
theatre for the improvement of mankind, 
that the productions of nature and the ex- 
paniion ot the human Mind fhould unite 
in completing the perfection of civil go- 
vernment andihe happvinefs of fuciety. The 





works of nature are certajaly much fuperior 
in this country to thofe in any otherhat hes 
yet been difcovered, The mountains of A- 
merica are about one third larges and high- 
er than thofe of Europe, and fiil the mind 
with a dignity and fublimity of featiment 
peculiar to the weftern coutinent. ‘The va- 
rions rivers which interfect our fhore extend 
their branches into all parts of the coatinent 
and open an inland navigation which was 
furprifing to the firit diiceverers, and which 
hath never been thorou-hly underitood even 
by ourlelves; and the five great lake, 
which are embofomed in the heart of the 
country, like fomaay Balticks or MedJiter 
raneaus, afford a proipect of wealth and com- 
merce which future ages a'one can realize. 
In the moft fertile and flouriffiing part of this 
variegated region is fituated the empire of 
the United States; containing an exteat of 
country two thouiand miles from north to 
fouth, and as many ‘rom eatfttowef; all 
this is interiperfed with an agreeable vatic- 
ty of foil, and generally a very pure and 
healthful climate ; thefitheries en our coaft 
have gained the attention and rivalthip of 
moft of the maritime powers of Europe. 
Thefe are fome of the advantages with 
which nature hath furnifhed this country. 
But thefe are mentioned only as introducto v 
to a more interefting part of the fubje&. it 
is reaionable to {nppofe that the sentiments 
of the mind bear fome proportion to the ob-= 
jets that furronnd it. Every obje& thar 
belongs to America wears the appearaace of 
grandeur and magnificence; we therefore 
find agreatnefs of geuius, an independent 
liberality of fentiment in wich no nation 
hath ever equaled the Americans. Many of 
the ufeful arts of life, as well as various bran 
ches of philofophy, fuch as elettriciry 
mechanics and aitroncemy, have received 
more improvements from ovr cocntrymen 
than they have fromail Burcpe during the 
prefent century, During the exigencies of 
the late war, our manufactures of iulphor, 
faltpetre, ammunition, firearms and ordnone 
were fo rapid as to refemble the ipontanceus 
productions of nature, and could be excelled 
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by nothing but our progrefs in the arc of 


war, or the bravery and perieveranceof 
Our patsuotic army. Thee circumitances 
together with the wifdom and integrity. of 
our political leaders, and theis unifoim ad 
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herance to the ereat dbje& for which they 
corteaded, mutt be freth inthe memory of 
every reader; I therefore leave them to 
the pes eo the hiforian and the®admiration

Dic. 7. France has now profeffedly 
made a propoial of purchafing Eaft-Florida 
of the Catholick King for an equivalent, 
and the bufinefs is now on the anvil, and 
likely ia a fhor: time to be completed, 
‘Thus is France likely to get footing very 
near her new allies the American fates ; 
which, of all her political intrigues, may at 
novery diftant period be highly fatal to this 
country, aad not only in reipect to trade, but 
as relative to fuch of our poffeffions which 
lie near that part of the continent. 

Dec. 12, On Saturday laft the foreign 
Ambaffadoss dined with Mr. Adams, the 
American Miniiter, at his houfe in Groive- 
nor-Street. 

Letters from Holland of the 3d inftan:, 
bring advice, that Mr, Don Vanderkrutz, 
having obtained leave from the States of 
Holiaad, bad confiru¢ted a balloon, meaiu 
siog thirty yards four inches diameter, by 
fifty-fix yards in height, but which was ex- 
pre(sly to be kept a fecret from the public 
*tillthe day of aicenfion ; previous to which 
Mr. Vanderkrutz, being taken ill of tle 

out, leave was obtained from¥ their liigh 
Mightineiies for his nephew Mr. Van Ber- 
gen, a Major in the Dutch Guards, and 
who had been his amanuenfis in conitruct- 
ing this enormous machine, to afcend in his 
ftead, which he accordingly did, taking 
with him a parachute, a dog, a cock, and 
a pigeon, the former of which was let down, 
and appeared to defcend gradually for fome 
time, but. afterwards went off in ahorizon- 
tal courle, and became inviiible to the spec- 
tators. At two hours aad forty-three mi- 
nutes after his afcenfion, Mr. Van Bergen 
became inviiible to the anxicus fpectators, 
and though the merchants and other veilels 
ftretched out tofea, and every other method 
both by land and water was exerted to get 
intelligence of his defcent; notidings have 
as yet been heardof him, and great appre- 
henfions are entertained for the valuable life 
of this brave and diftinguifhed officer. To 
add to the melancholy cataflrophe of this tra- 
gic event, Mijor Van Bergen was fhortly to 
have been married to Madame Roflole, 
daughter of the Governor-General of the 
Spice Iflands, who upon hearing the event 
loft the power of {peech. 

The States have proclaimed a reward of 
one thouland pounds flerling, to wholoever 
fhall bring the vody or balloon of Major 
Van Bergen, and prohibi's on pain of death, 
any further aerial experiments in Holland. 

The rev. w ions which have occured fince 
the begianiig ot the prefent century are 
highly woithy the attention, not only of 
the retired philofopher, but the active po- 
litician. The genius of one man, the King 
of Pruffia, has saife’ in Germany a coun- 
ter-balance to the Imperial Houle of Au- 
ftris. The Prince ot Georgia has rendered 
himicif independest of Perfia en the one 








haad, and Turkey on the other. The au- 
thority of the Porte, over the Chiefs that 
govern its diftant dependencies, is fhaken; 
and the Janguor and laffitude of the mighty 
Empire of the Ottomans feem fymptoms 
of pregnancy, whieh predict the birth 
of new kingdoms. 

If we turn our eyes to the Weftern he- 
mifphere, we behold fill more ttriking 
marks of revolution. The North-Ameri- 
cans have afferted their own independency, 
and fpread the flame of liberty to Spanifh- 
America, and to Ireland. ‘The infection of 
this great example has not yet {pent tis force, 
but muft continue to operate throughout 
ages, and to form a coniiderable ingredi- 
ent in the active fermentation and the iuito- 
ry of nations. 

On the other hand, free States have loft 
their liberty, aud fwelled the growing con- 
fequence of their powerful neighbours ; or 
failen a victim to internal treachery and u- 
furpation. Coriica is added to the Domi- 
nioas of France. ‘The Genevefe, a people 
that exhibiced the moft beautiful picture in 
miniature ofthe fpirit amd genius oi liberty, 
have in fact become depeadent on the fame 
great monarchy. The Poles are divided 
among the Pruffians, Ruffians, and the 


 Auftrians; and the States of Sweeden have 


bowed down before the prevailing power 
of a flanding army. 

With refpec&t to Great-Britain, the fhort 
fpace, of ten years has proved how much the 
is fubject to the viciflitude which is incident 
to all mations ; America loft by her pride! 
And Ireland by her timidity! The Eatt- 
Indies threatened by Fraace, and her Weit- 
India Ifands by the fame power, in alli- 


-ance with America! In the mean time, 


that crouching fpirit which fucceeded fo ra- 

pidly to the domineering tone which follow- 

ed her fucceffes in war concluded in 1763, 

Ai preponderates in her C ls, and it 

muft continue to invite the attacks of our 

public enemies.

menie quantity of it produced in alisoll cv- 
ery part ef North-America, wil! ia ail 
probability, never bear a better price thaa 
at preient. I hope none of your triends on 
the way to us have fpeculated thereoa 
Quickitilver isa lofing article, as are ciccks 
and waiches, which by a late edi from 
Pekin, fuppreffing the cuftomary prefents 
and othe: relicks, have had a rapid de- 
cline.”
